Fuad of Treafure was immenfe,. and incom- 
parably . 
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parably greater than any fingle Nation in 
the World. I fay, were this one Article 
confider’d, it would open their Eyes, who 
are not wilfully blinded againft Reafon and 
Demonftration- 

Again, were they to confider, that the 
Gonfederate Army upon every Defeat was 
tobe recruited or augmented by Veteran 
Troops hir’d from other Nations, as Danes, 
Palatines, Heffians, Pruffians, Saxons, Mun- 

erians, and Abundance fuch like; fo that 
after every Aétion the Troops appear’d finer 
and better than before.

‘Troopers are il}. mounted, their Foot naked 
and ftarv’d, they goin Rags, and are fain 
to iifle and plunder their own Towns for 
Bread. Their Officers are afham’d to be 
feen at the Head of their Companies for 
‘Want of their own Equipages, ‘have ‘nd 
Money in their Pockets, and'of Confe- 
quence they cannot recruit their Campa 
‘pits —— When they come into the Fielé;, who 
sit likely fhould defert? Wit? the Confe- 
derate Soldiers rua over to the French for

the Equeftrian Statues ere@ed in Honour of 
his Name, and in Triumph over Europe, 
are now the Jeft of his own Subjeéts, the 
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Matter of innumerable Pa(quinades and 
Lam and he is triumph’d over by 
thofe very People, whom he isreprefented 
infulting and trampling under hisFeet in the 
Praifes of his Medal-Makers and Flatterers.

him to theirFoot, as it were to fue forPeace 
under the fevereft Mortifications in the 
World If thefe Thiogs were con 
fider'd by the Gentlemen I am {peaking of, 
and farther, that their whole Caufe refis up- 
on French Power—They would certainly 
think it high Time to lay down the Staff, 
and let the Caufefinks For certainly, un- 
lefs Heaven work a Miracle for their Affis 
ftance, it can never be reviv'd in this Ages 
how Pofterity may be infatuated, I have 
nothing to doto enquire; if our Children 
will make ufe of the Experience, we have 
paid fo dear for, they will keep faft the 
Door we have bolted, and keep out this 
wild Boar call’d Exorbitant Power, that has 
coftus fo much to hunt out——= If they 
will not, let them look to thats but Iam 
fure, thefe Gentlemen have no Reafon to 
expeé, we fhould be fucceeded by fuch a 
Race of mad Men.

with deferting the Church, only becaufe 
they were not gratify’d in their Experi- 
ment of perfecuting the Diffenters. 

But pray, Gentlemen, remember, and 
w you pleafe confider of it ; this Clemency 
will not always laft, the Days of your Pro- 
vocation have lafted long, the Days of Re- 
tribution approach You cannot ex- 
pea to have the like Liberty always, to in- 
fult the Queen, drink Healths to her pre- 
tending Invader, refule your Allegiance to 
your Sovercign, and pray for her Enemy. 
Thefe Things have been born with long, 
but it cannot huld—The. Government will 
have fome Leifure NOW to look about 
them, and ycu will not fo eafily get out of 
the Hands of Juftice as formenly. J wifh, you 
would confider it before it be too Jate. 

And this will of Courfe lead me to fay 
fom thing to the A& of Parliament juf now 
pa(ls’d, for regulating the Laws of Treafon, 
and making them the fame in both King- 
doms. ( know, there are Complaints made 
of fome Hardthips in tha. Law—— But if 
People will be pleas’d to confider the En- 
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gentleft Government in 
from the Deficiency of the Laws 1 
punifhing it, they would pertane 
Reafon to be uneafie at the 
pase better Meafures 5 and yet 
am of the Opinion, the Punifhments 
Treafon in this newLaw are notatall 
er, tho’ perhaps Difficulties of Proc 
ftarting Holes for E{cape are more e€ 
ally foly’d and fecur’d ; and no Man 
a Friend tu the prefene Conftitution, 
will, however he may quarrel the M ie 
pei the End. But of this more here=
